I refer to our letter dated December 16, 2016, regarding the release of certain 
Department of State records under the Freedom of Information Act (“”FOIA”) 
5 U.S.C. § 552. 


The review of 20 documents responsive to your request has been completed and 
we have determined that 20 may be released with excisions. All released 
material is enclosed. 

An enclosure explains Freedom of Information Act exemptions and other 
grounds for withholding material. Where we have made excisions, the 
applicable exemptions are marked on each document. In some cases, two or 
more exemptions may apply to the same document. All non-exempt material 
that is reasonably segregable from the exempt material has been released.

We’ll clear your article if you are writing in your official capacity (using your title and position) on USG 
policy positions. In this case we’ll fact-check and ensure your comments comply with current policy 
positions. 
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If, however, you are writing as a private citizen (no title/position), you'll need the 'the author's comments 
do not represent the position of the USG' caveat. In this case, we review for operational security 
considerations only (classified or sensitive info). 

You should also check with UEthics for advice on rules concerning remuneration (if you are accepting 
compensation for the article).
